with the boy. He spoke to Dalton 
and shook hands, the boy saying, 
“Well, you got me, buddy.”

Failed to Hear Fireman. 


According to incomplete reports, two 
red signals “had been set against it by 
the towerman at Porter, giving the 
New York Central express the right of 
way. As the‘train neared the diamond 
Long is yald to have shouted across the 
eab to’ Block and asked him if the 
signal was set in the clear. Block is 
said to have shouted back: 

“It’s coming up!” 

Long evidently failed to hear the 
fireman’s warning or misunderstood 
him. The locomotive struck the de- 
railing switch at express speed and 
the coaches began jolting over the ties. 
[t is believed that when the engine 
and the two coaches immediately be- 
hind it, a baggage car and combina- 
tion baggage and smoker, struck the 
frog at the crossing they were thrown 
back on the rails, They were on the 
rails when they came to a grinding 
stop almost in front of the Porter 
depot, 300 yards east of the crossing. 


Rips Through Wooden Car. 

The New York Central locomotive 
struck the third coach, a wooden car, at 
a diagonal angle, ripping through its 
entire length and smashing one end of 
the smoker ahead, most of the occu- 
pants of which escaped unscathed. 

The heavy locomotive, of the mogul 
type, then plowed its nose into the soft 
earth at such speed that it tore a hole 
nearly ten feet deep. As the engine’s 
speed slackened it came up the incline 
out of the excavation, hurtled back- 
ward and rolled over on its side with 
the pilot facing in the direction from 
which it had come. 
~ It fell back across the bodies of the 
dead and across the timbers of the 
splintered day coach, which immedi- 
ately burst into flames. The wooden 
ceach was the property of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railroad, 

“Two baggage cars on the New York} 
Centra] train, immediatety behind the 
overturned locomotive were smashed 
and derailed. None of the other 
ceaches of that train were derailed. 

All of the cars of the Michigan Cen- 
tral flyer behind the day coach were 
thrown from the track and_ were 
stretched across the tracks in a zigzag 
manner, 

Passengers in the diners on both 
trains were hurled from their seats. 
Tables went down in a heap and the

Women Hysterical; Faint. 


Women rushed hysterically from the 
eaches and were assisted out by the 
erews.

EYEWITNESS’ STORY 


Perhaps the only eyewitness to the 


train wreck is Edward W. Fierke, 
whose home is at 612 Washington 
street, Grand Rapids, Mich. 


Fierke was en route to his home in 


Grand Rapids from Chicago. He was 
in the Pullman car just back of the 
day coach first struck by the New York 
Central train. 


As his train approached the crossing 


Fierke, seized by a desire to smoke, 
left his seat and walked forward. His

Car Leaves the Tracks. 
He had walked through the end of 


his car, out on the intervening plat- 
forin, Then:

| Toscanini and His Orchestra 
Present Old Italian Dances 


BY RUTH MILLER. 
Toscanini and his aill-Italian or- 
chestra returned to town yesterday for 


their second concert. 


Toscanini had a happy thought when 


he began his program with three grace- 


ful arrangements of old Italian dances. 
It is odd that we hear so much of 
French, Russian, and German , folk 
music and go little Italian. 


The first was a “ Gagiardi” by Gal- 


flei, father of the famous astronomer 
and one of the founders of the Flor- 
entine Camararta club, which perpe- 
trated the original plan for Italian 
opera. Resphigi, who is known to us 
principaly by his “Fountains of 


Rome,” made the arrangements. The 


orchestra played them exceedingly 
well. 
It was the delightful old German 


: sentimentalist we heard in the Brahms 
second symphony which followed. 


‘It was a reading essentially lyric. 
There was that same flexibility of 
tempo, that exquisite clarity of tone, 
and that same exotic molding and 
rounding of phrases that was noticea- 
ble in the orchestra's earlier appear- 
ance. Theirs is a tone that shimmers 
with a quivering opalescence. 

After the Brahms this slight, tense 
conductor directed his orchestra’s gol- 
den, hotly molten tone into the playing 
of a Notturno and Rondo Fantastico 
by R. Pick-Mangiagall, and Strauss’ 
Symphonic. Poem “Don Juan.” Here 
there seemed to be a gain in orchestral 
finish and symphonic: clarity. Then 


| Toscanini ennobled Rossini'’s “ William 


Tell” overture with his genius into 
something better than the superb the- 
atricalism that it is. He has a breath 
taking ability to achieve smashing dra- 
matic effects and in this battered, be- 
loved piece he turned on the full volt- 


age of that power. 


The art of Harold Bauer has the 
depth and the sheen of polished ebony. 
But ‘yesterday at Kimball hall he took 
his art for granted and discussed his 
program. 
In ten of Brahms’ sixteen waltzes 
for -pianoforte, he ministered sooth- 


ingly to his pianistic acolytes.

ship—of the perfect adaptation of a 
means to an end—these waltzes are of 
endless interest. But if Brahms had 
never written the C minor symphony 
he could not have said the last word in 
waltzes. It was the superb maneuver- 
ing he did on the symphonic battlefield 
that gave him such resource on the 
dance floor. 

From what we heard of Albert Spal- 
ding’s new composition, ‘“ Etchings, 
Theme and Improvisations,” yesterday, 
we should say that a pleasant, enter- 
taining, and imaginative addition has 
been made to the thin and well worn 
library of the violinist. The fragment 
entitled ‘‘ Ghosts ”-in the series was an 
eerie whimsicality. The last, “ Happi- 
ness,”’ was a broad, full melody with a 
finely constructed and interesting ac- 
companiment. 

The sketches are atmospheric in 
mood, modern in idiom, developed with 
musical intelligence and taste, and 
written in an erudite and sophisticated 
fashion. 

Concerning Mr. Spalding’s playing, 
only the eulogistic adjectives may be 
used. 

The Great Lakes String Quartet 
broke an inviolable tradition in en- 
semble playing yesterday. They played 
to a packed house. 

That was wrong. They should. be 
severely rebuked. To keep the pastime 
ef chamber music in the rarified at- 
mosphere to which it has been accus- 
tomed, the proletariat, numerous and 
ticket purchasing, must be barred. 
Only esthetes who get in on passes 
should be admitted. The Messrs. Fel- 
ber, Fasshauer, Dolejsi, and Lingeman 
should know that if they make cham- 
ber music popular, it will cease to be 
the highest form of music. 

I liked their playing of Wolf's Italian 
serenade. Their powers of coérdina- 
tion as an ensemble functioned 
smoothly enough, and their interpreta- 
tion had vitality, imagination, poesy, 
and a goodly variety of exquisite light 
and shade. But their superabundant 
energy and fiery youthful enthusiasm 
got the better of them in the first 
movement of the Franck D major 
Quartet, and they sawed too much. 

They were warmly received.

Has No Rights. 


TOKIO, Feb. 26.—Delayed.—[By the 
Associated Press.]—-Japan will insist on 
its mandatory to Yap, according to au- 
thoritative Japanese opinion. The pro- 
test of America to the council of the 
league has aroused. great interest in 
Japan as a new move on a matter 
which has already been lengthily but 
thus far unsuccessfully discussed di- 
rectly by the two governments. 

It is explained here that Japan bases 
her mandatory on the final decision. of 
the supreme council in May, 1919, 
which handed over the German islands 
north of the equator to Japan without 
mention of reservation. 


Never Heard of Protests. 


If President Wilson made oral reser- 
vations regarding Yap at previous de- 
Mberations of the council, it is declared 
that Japan was not represented and 
has no official cognizance of this. 

Japan will take the stand that the 
mandatory means control of the cables 
on the same status as Germany prior 
to the war. During the war Japan 
diverted the Yap end of the cable from 
Shanghai to the Loo-Choo (Liu-kiu) 
islands, between Japan and Formosa, 
for administrative purposes. There- 
fore cable communication from Amer- 
ica to Shanghai by way of Guam and 
Yap does not exist. 

It is understood that Japan has sug- 
gested to the United States to lay a 
cable direct to Shanghai from Guam 
as a substitute for the Yap route.
